THE NEW ORLEANS & PACIFIC. 


Papers in the Backbone ” Land- 
Grant Casc. | 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jau. 7.~—[Special.]—The 
Secretary of the Interior has sent to the Senate 
the volumſmmous papers relating to the New Or- 
leans & Pacific Road, otherwise known as t 
„Backbone,“ land-grant. The report may be 
roughly estimated to weigh fifty pounds. The 
portion that is new is inconsiderable, but the 
letter of the Secretary and some of the papers 
will serve to sharply call tho 
attention of Congress to certain facts. 
Two points are very clear: First, that, nowwith- 
standing the decision of the Attorney-General 
that the assignment of this ancient grant, be- 


situation of the company with respect to these 
lands is the same as it was ‘five yeas 
ago. Not a single patent has been 
issued, Aud none is likely to be issue 
for three months to come. Second, under 
these circumstances it is entirel y within the 
power of Congress to decide that none of these 
patents shall issue by declaring the grant for- 
feited. The decision of the Attorney-General 
in this case was made before Teller became 
Secretary of the Interior. He has been act ing 
under this opinion as an instruction, but he has 
not reguired his clerks to work extra hours to 
see to it that the patents should be issued at the 
earliest possible moment. It has been necessary 
to examine the surveys to aseertain the amount 
of land.withdruwn from the grant by pro- 
emption and homestead, and to verify the loca- 
tion, and the work is very far from beiug ne- 
complished. It has been reported that the 
company which lays claim to this grant was 
preparing to issue bonds and mortgages upon 
it. If so, purchasers would be buying securi- 
ties based upon a very unsubstantial founda-. 
tion. The road has not obtained any title to 
the land, beyond such color of title as may at- 
tach tothe opinion of the Attorney-General 
that the assignment of the old grant of the Baton 
Rouge Koad to the New Orleans & Pacific 
Road was valid, as the original grant was a 
grant.in prasenti. Some of thé papers of the 
mass communicated to the Senate impeach the 
validity of the assigument. It js asserte:, for

Events of the Year Reviewed by the 
Governor in His Message to the Leg- 
islature. | 
O., Jan. 7.—[(Special.|—The Ohio 

Legislature convened today, organized both 


branches, and listened to the reading of the 


Governor's message. The message is a volu- 
minous document, covering twenty-seven 


printed pages. In his opening the Governor 


reports that all the departments of the State 
Government are wisely and economically 
administered, and are in most excellent 
condition in all respects. About $2,000,000 of 
the p@blic debt had been paid in the last four 


| ye ars. and by a successful refunding of a por- 


tion of the funded debt the annual charge for 
interest had been reduced by the sum of about 


| $150,000. The deficiencies the Assembly would 
| be called upon 


to provide for would 
not exceed $12,000, and the State levy 
for general revenue purposes could be reduced 
two-tenths of a mill, unless some extraordinary 
demand upon the Treasury should be made by 


| providing for a change in the management of 


the penitentiary and the dependent population 
of the State. 
Nov. 15, 1882, the public funded debt of the 
State was $4,901,665; redemptions since that 
date amounted to $379,150; and Nov. 15, 1883, 
the public funded debt of 
State amounted to $4,522,515. Other bonds 
had been issued since that date, and the 
amount of the debt Jan. 6, 1884, was $4,490,715. 
This amount had been so reduced as to enable 
the entire debt to be paid with ease by 1891. 
The net decrease in local debts amounted 


$2,378,253.72, but there was a tendency to m 
use local indebtedness outside of the cities 


which the assembly should endeavor to curb. 
A handsome revenue could be obtained from 
the issuing of certificates of incorporation. 

The cash profit of the penitentiary for t 
year ending Nov. 1, 1883, amounted to $53, 
—the largest in its history—and the indications 
were for a profit in this quarter of nearly $100,- 
000 during the current year if the excellent 
management was continued. 

In referring to the public institutions of the 
State the Governor says that they are well 


and honestiy conducted by boards com-

Commissioner Fink Reads tlie Riot 
Act to President Sloan, of the Lack- 
awanna. 
New York, Jan. 7.— [Special.] —Commissſon- 
er Fink, by autbörity of the railroads he repre- 
sents, has informed Samuel Sloan, President of 
the Delaware, Lackawanna & Western, that un- 
less the road maintains the pool rates and 
stops making time contracts at reduced rates 
within a certain period the roads west of Buf- 
falo will stop receiving or Celivering through 
freight to it. This would prevent the Lacka- 
wanna from issuing through bills of lading or 
sending through cars beyond its own line. It 
would have to break bulk at Buffalo. Besides, 
it would have to pay local rates for freight sent 
by it over connecting lines. The specific charge 
made against the Lackawanna is that it gave a 
discount of 20 per cent on its freight bills to 
shippers. The rate from New York to Buffalo 
18 about one-half that from New York to Chi- 
cago. The difference between local and 
through rates west of Buffalo is not so great, 
but the delays in transpertation by reshipment 


at Buffalo would cause dissatisfaction. 
Then the discount on freight bills, 
added to the difference between 


local and through rates, would leave a very 
narrow margin in the tariff for the Lackawan- 
na. Mr. Sloan's final answer has not been re- 
ceived. If he does not accept the terms the 
connecting roads will cut the Lackawanna off. 
The Grand Trunk, the only road closely allied 
to the Lackawanna, has promised to obey the 
Commissioner's, orders. Mr. Sloan was the 
first Commissioner the trunk lines ever had. 
He was appoiated to the position nearly twenty 
years ago. 


Shippers Charge the lilinois Central 
with Discrimination. | 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 7.—[Special.]—G. E. 
Daniels shipped a car-load of lumber from Chi- 
cago to Iuka, III., on a through bill of lading 
over the Illinois Central Railroad, the portion 
of the route from Odin to Iuka bemg over the 
Ohio & Mississippi Road. The total charge was 
a little less than the schedule rate fixed by the 
State, but Daniels appears to have discovered 
by the bill that the share falling to the Ohio & 


Migsissippi was greater than the sched- 
ule rave for the distance hauled over 
its line would allow, and so appeals 


to the Railroad Commissioners and asks 
action against the company. The question, be 4 
ing new, was referred to the Attorney-Genera

concern Daniels, and that he has no grievance. 
The Attorney-General says the case does not 
present such a violation of law as the Legis- 
lature had in contemplation, and not such as 
would justify action. 
The Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners 
refuse to prosecute the Illinois Central for 
fines for unjust discrimination upon tbe com- 
plaint of James Mix, President of the Kanka- 
kee Coal Company, and give as the reason for 
such decision that the railroad company has 
agreed to refund all overcharges and to give 
the complainant equally low rates in the future 
with his competitors.

STANDARD BEATEN. 


Schotleld, Schurmer & Teagle Win 
Their Case Against the Lake 
Shore. 


Judicial Decision that a Railroad May 


Not Make Discriminative Rates 
to Favorits. 


History of the Oonflict—Lake Shore's At 


tempt to Justify Discrimination | 
An Appeal Taken, tk 
O., Jan. 1.—[Special.]—The 
great injunction case of Schofield, Shurmer & 


Teagle against the Lake Shore. & Michigan 
Southern Railroad was decided by Judge E. J. 


Hlandin in the Cuyaboga Common Pleas Court 


this morning. It was first brought for a tem- 
porary injunction, but the parties agreed be- 
fore trial that the hearing should be for a per 
manent injunction. Judge Blandin granted 
the injunctiom He held that a railroad’ ce 
common carrier, and therefore a servant to the 
public, has no right to make secret 
rates in favor of one corporation to the 
disadvantage of the public, but that 
its rates should be equal to all. A large number 
of authorities were quoted. He said the road 
suffers nothing hy being prevented from dis- 
criminating, andthe public would be greatly 
benefited, while on the other band if railroads 
were allowed to make special rates to favorits 


it would be the means of buliding up 


gigantic monopolies which would ruin the 
country. The plea of large quantiiles 
shipped is no excuse, he said, tor 


in giving lower rates to a few it would prevent | 


competition by other firms. This would allow 


the few to ship large quantities, and thus go.. 


ern the rates, and the result would again be the 


building up of monopolies. 

Judge Dickey filed a $10,000 bond in apyeal 
at the close of the suit, and it will be taken up 
to the head of judgment if necessary. 

Six days ago General-Freight-Agent George 
H. Valliant issued an order to all Lake Shore 
Road agents abrogating all special rates. 


[The history of this case goes over a numBer of 
years. Formerly Cleveland had a large number or 


small refinéries and some few doing a large busi- - 


ness. One by one nearly all were absorbed by the 
Standard. Schofield, Shurmer & Teagle have for 
the last four years been the leaders of the inde~ 
pendents, resisting all efforts of the Standard to 
buy them out. Previous to that they worked with 
the Standard, but broke away from tie contract 
binding them only to produce «a  certuin 
amount of oil per year. This was in 
1882. A big suit resulted,in which the Standard 
was plaintif®, But Sghofield, Shurmer & Teagle 
won, the court holding that anything like a limita- 
tion of the supply for the purpose of affecting 
prices was monopolistic and against public policy. 
Since then the firm bas fought the 8 rd tovth 
and nail, but claims to have been at all hand- 
leupped by the system of rebates given by the raii-. 
ways to the Standard ip consideration of a contract 
to ship certain quantities, the full supply, in cer- 
tain — Out of this practice grew the prea- 
ent suit. 
Nov. 7, 1883, Schofield, Shurmer & Teagte fled a 
petition for temporary injunction and relief against 
the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern Road. In their 
petition they set up that their business bad a large 
amBunt of capital invested, and that their ability to 
carry On a profitable business depended upon their 
ability to ship their products in refined and crude 
oils to different places alang the line of the Lake 
Shore and its branches. The Lake Shore had from 
time to time pyblished its schedules for carrying 
general freight, and they had paid according to 
that schedule, but the Lake Shore Road, instead of 
bolding to its schedule, had since Deeember, 1879, 
tixed the schedule rates for them largely iu excess 
of those fixed by the road for the Standard Ou Com- 


' pany. They had also arranged and combined wi 


connecting roads so that through rates charyed to 
and paid by the plaintiffs were very largely in ex- 
cess of those charged the Standard Oil Company, 
and the proportion of the through rate charged by 
the road to the Standard was much less than the 
price charged the plaintiffs. Then the read 
refused to grant or give the plaintiffs the 
through rates given the Standard, aud threatened 
to refuse inthe future to give them such rates, 
The plaintiffs alleged that such discrimination was 
made by the road’ refunding or paying back to the 
Standard certafn rebates upon all products shipped 
over their line and branches, but apparently col- 
lecting full rates, amounting to from 30 to 0 per 
cent of the entire freight collected. Schotieid, 
Shurmur & Teagle also claimed that they bad at 
different times demanded the same rates as were 
given the Standard Oi! Company, only to be refused, 
and that by means of the uniair discrimination it 
was impossible for them to compete with tbe 
Standard Oil Company in the territory along the 
Lake Shore Road. 

The Lake Shore Road answered this petition bys 
one owning that such discrimination was made ia 
favor of the Standard Oil Company, but that was 
done under a contract made in 1875, which they had 
no power to break. The road also answered thus 
from July, 1876, to July, 1880, when Schofield, 
Shurmor & Teagle had been refining oil in ven 
tion with the Standard Oil Company, the firm 
had the benefit of the rebate. * 

Nov. 23 Schofield, Shurmur & Teagle answered 
the Lake Shore’s retortand denied the existence of 
the contract that the road claimed to have made. 
with the Standard in 1879. They denied that they 
had receiyed any benetit of the reduced rates dur- 
ing their deal with the Standard. In addigidh, they 
claimed that they had used every effort fo secure

the same rates as the Standard; had built cars 4 


the same pattern; but all to no purpose. io the 
answer was incinded correspondence detween 
President John Newell, of the Lake Shore Road, 
and the firm, in which Mr. Newell temportsed nud 
promised until he was brought to the point of 
action and went away for his health, Secretary 
Higgins answering for him to the effect thus the 
letter would he handed to his chief on his return. 
In this last answer Mr. Teagle made affidavit to the 
effect that he had in his possession a sworn state- 
ment from General Freight Agent George H. Vail- 
lant, in which he said that it was not true that the 
Lake Shore Read handled the Standard Western 
oll exclusively, but that the New York, Chicago & 
St. Louis Road bad shipped large quantities of oil, 
und that the water routes were usedin summer. 
Mr. Valliant denied this, and Agent ‘Tucker, of the 


Western Lake Superior and Union Steamboat Lines, 


refused to make u statement. Mr. Teagie 4180 
swore that the schedule rates were 70 cents per 
barrel for carrying oll, and the Standard rate 50 
cents until June, 1882, when it was raised to 
cents.

fie is great. Let that be said of Henry Irv- 
ing at the outset, for it is the impression that 
pis acting made last night. 
it was a large audience, and represent-

The Illinois Staats-Zeitung having recently 
stated that Patrick O'Donnell, lately cxecuted 
for the murder of Carey, the informer, had 
been a deserter from Company H. of the One 
Hundred and Twenty-fourth Ohio Regiment, 
during the War, a TRIBUNE reporter: ascer- 
tained that this statement was made upon 
the authority of a physician in this city 
who served in the regiment at the time of 
O’Donnell’s allewed desertion. The physician 
was sought out, and, while averse to having bis 
name used for the present, was quite willing to 
tel! ali he knew about the * remover.’ 

When asked how he knew tnat Patr ick O' Don- 
nell, whom he knew to be a dggerter, was the 
man who killed Carey, he said he bad recognized 
the man in the picture of the“ avenger and 
from some statements made in the newspapers 
about O"Donnell’s life in America.

McGinnis, now a Major in the regular army, 
must remember O'Donnell very well, for hard- 
ly a day passed while we were in burracks at 
Cleveland that @Donnell dia not get 
into some serape or anether. When ona spree 
he would pawn his clothmg for whisky, being 
brought back into camp more than once with 
nothing but his shirt and pants on. At the 
same time he was u sort of a jolly fellow, full 
of songs and of army stories. He told a great- 
many stories about Mulligan's Brigade, with 
which he claimed to have been at the surrender 
of Lexington, Mo. He also told me that he had 
a woman living in Chicago, and, if I am not 
mistaken, he also spoke of a brother who also 
lived in Chicago. But about that Lam not so 


certain. 
FAVORIT COMPANTONS. 
“Capt. Coe would have let the feliow 

run away because he was so very trouble- 

some had he not been pery anxious to keep bis 
command up to the required number of men, 


rough material enlisting at this time. O' Don- 
nels special chum at that time was a fellow 
by the name of Kane, who was not quite so de- 
praved, but deserted a short time after O0 Don- 
nell did. Besides being foud of whisky O’ Don- 
nell had also a particular weakness for lewd 
women, and was frequently diseased. In that 
way I came to meet the fellow very often. He 
could neither read nor rite, and I am quite 
sure that I, when he enlisted, wrote his name 
over his K mark. Col. Oliver f. Payne and 
Lieut.-Col. James Pickands, who are both liv- 
ing in Cleveland, must also remember O' Don- 
nel! well, as he was the most frequent inmate 
of the guard-house we had in the regiment. 

* While our regiment was in Covington, Ky., 
O'Donnell got out of the lines one night and 
was found the next morning in the police 
court. He had been arrested in some low 
bagnio, together with a number of depraved 
females. At that time he contracted a bad dis- 
order from which he could never entirely re- 
cover, and which may account for the restiess 
disposition which has been given as one of the 
peculiarities of the G’ Donnell who was hanged 
for murder. 

DESERTED IN THE FACE OF THE ENEMY.’ 

„Patrick O'Donnell finally got away from us 
in January, 1863, while we were standing in 
Elizabethtown, Ky., expecting an attack from 
the forces of Gen. Morgan, the raider. While 
with us he was never in any engagement with 
the enemy, but, as I said before, he boasted a 
great deal about the deeds of valor he commit- 
ted as a member of Gen. Mulligan's corps. I 
don't believe any effort was made to capture 
O'Donnell after his final desertion. We were 
rather glad to be rid of the troublesome fel- 


. 

“T met O'Donnell again in Cleveland in 1865. 
Comrades Jack Phelps and James Dillon, both 
of Cleveland, had told me before that they had 
seen O'Donnell, when Iran across him on the 
street. He told me at that time he was doing 
quite well and was employed in Ravenna, O., 
or some: place in that vicinity.

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THE HELIEF AND AID SOCIETY 
ts Funds Being Nearly Exhausted, the 


Chicago Society Appeals to the 
Charitable. 


The Relief and Aid Society has issued a re- 
port to the citizens of Chicago, giving all neces- 
sary information regarding its work and needs, 
and concluding with an appeal to the charit- 
able. The report is herewith given in full: 


The great fire fund committed to the care of the 
Chicago Relief and Aid Society is exhausted, and 
in view of this fact, and of its needs and duties in 
the future, its Directors desire to lay before the 
citizens of Chicago a short report of the employ- 
mentof that fund since the date of its last report, 
and of the theory and methods of its work. 

‘The Chicago Relief and Aid Society, like most, if 
not all, the charities of Chicago, o in the 
wants of the times, and adapted its methods to the 
circumstances and emergencies of the occasion. 
Up to 1850 there was comparatively little demand 
for anything of the sort. The occasional cases of 
destitution were amply met by the county authori- 
ties or private charity. With the then population 
it was not difficult to ascertain the merits or to re- 
lieve the wants of all the unfortunate and ee 
Though the unparalleled growth of the — Bmw 

country attracted multitudes of all classes hither, 
there were but comparatively few who were not 
anxious and able to be self-supporting. We have 
never had a large proportion of the dependent 
classes and scarcely any of the regular pauper 
element—certainly none worth mentioning of the 
very lowest grade of pauperism sa prominent in 
Eastern and Kuropean cities. Still, as the popu- 
lation increases, the unfortunate and dependent 
classes become more numerous, and the adminis- 
tration of relief grows more difficult, requiring the 
exercise of greater care and judgment, because 
little can be learned of the antecedents or circum- 
stances of many of the applicants beyond their 
own statements, or what may appear upon the 
surface. 

The county authorities have always made liberal 
provision for the care of the poor in public institu- 
tions, such as the Poor-House or County Farm, the 
County Hospital, the Hospital for the Insane, and 
by what is commonly denominated outdoor re- 
niet —that is. furnishing more or less food, fuel, 
shoes, etc,, to families at their homes, 

ORGANIZATION. 

In the great financial! crisis of 1857 there was much 
suffering everyw among a large class of per- 
sons who had n sought or accepted aid, an 
who were not em din any theories or plans of 
work forthe per tly indigent. These were 
mechanics, clerks, umstresses. and laborers, 
many of them with large families or aged people 
Gepending upon them for support, whose wants 
could hardly be met by the county. and some of 
whom would have suffered in silence rather than 
apply to or consent to accapt help from the 
county or city authorities. Appreciating these 
facts, a number of gentlemen organized in 
that year the Chicago Relief and Aid Society for 
the exprees purpose of relieving this class of cases 
with such delicate and timely assistance as would 
not humiliate or lessen the self-respect of the re- 
ciptent, and by such aid and advice in procuring 
suitable employment as would enable them to 
again become self-supporting. 

It is a chartered body with an accountability to 
the City of Chicago established by law. It is also 
subject to the visitorial power. and jurisdiction of 
the courts. It has during the last twenty years 
received and disbursed materials and money 
amounting to over $6,000,000 without any defalca- 
tion or the loss of a dollar, and is able today to 
exhibit at its rooms vouchers for every cent ex- 
pended. Its plan is to extend relief to none but 
the temporarily disabled, andin no case to grant 
aid of a permanent or continuing nature. The re- 
lief of persons and families brought to want by 
sickness, accident, or the infirmities of age consti- 


tutes the bulk of its work. | that indiscriminate giving to beggars in the Street 


a HISTORY. 


It has a great number of cases on record, gath- 
ered, some through the first years of its work, and 
many more during the last twelve years. They 
form a most interesting history, showing how many 
persons and families, with a little assistanee, have 
been tided over a temporary difficulty, and en- 
abled to rise above the need of help. 

The following facts on this branch of the work 
are most instructive: In the year 1874 the totai 
number of cases relieved was 9,719. Of this num- 
ber, 6,632, or more than two-thirds, received as- 
sistance but once, showing conclusively that there 
was only one pressing time during that year in the 
history of these 6,632 people when they needed a 
helping hand. Nineteen hundred and fifty-one re- 
ceived help but twice, leaving but 1,142 out of the 
9,719 aided that asked for assistance more than 
twice. 

In 1875, out of 5.984 persons and families re- 
lieved, 3,257 were aided only once, and 1,399 twice, 
leaving 1.328 receiving assistance more than twice; 
many of those accepting aid but three times. In 
1879, out of 3,311 persons and families relieved, 

1,003 received aid but once, 364 twice, leaving 1,943 
receiving assistance more than twice. In 1882, out 
of 3,938 cases relieved, 985 were relieved once, 550 

twice, and 2,403 more than twiee. Of the whole 
number aided, 47 per cent have been relieved but 
once, 18 per cent twice, 11 per cent three times, and 
but 24 per cent more than three times. 

These facts invite retiection. They vindicate the 
character of the work; they show that relief was 
extended to applicants disposed to aid themselves, 
and who, as soon as they were helped over an 

emergency, relieved the society of any further de- 
mand. and they demonstrate the importance of an 
agency that can extend aid at atime when mis- 
fortune or accident has made it most needful. 
COOPERATION. 


From 1857 to 1871 the funds disbursed by this so- 
ciety were contributed from time to time by our 
citizens. At the time of the great fire in 1871 u. 
because of its experience and established methods, 
was selected by the Mayor and citizens as their 
agency for distributing the supplies and money sent 
from all portions of the civilized world for our re- 
lief. In addition to the vast number of people (at 
one time over 100,000) needing relief beemuse of 
the fire, nearly all of the charitable institutions of 
the city suffered largely by it. Some of them were 
totally destroyed, leaving them with debts; 
were more or less crippled, and their friends’ 
supporters deprived of the means of — 
them. As much of the work mußt de done through 
the hospitals, asylums, and homes for the aged and

ARTICLES ISSUED. . 


The figures of a few of the articles 
the present time may be of interest: 
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FUTURE 

Hereafter its work must de restricted to the pur- 
pose for which it is formed, as indicated in the act 
of incorporation—namely: to afford tem porery ro- 
lief to the destitute. This includes timely counse! 
and assistance to deserving indigent ons. it 
will discriminate in favor of those In whom habits 
of temperance, industry, and thrift give promise K 
permanent benefit from the aid furnished. and wil! 
not embrace in the sphere of its operations such 
persons as are proper subjects for the poor-bouse 
or for the action of the county offiders. It does not 
attempt to deal directly with the -strictly pauper 
Class nor with impoverished 1 sent to Chi- 
cago from other cities to here supported by 
alms. We have a Board of Soca Com missiogers 
and a County Agent who have assumed this work 
and who have ample facilities and experienéa 
therefor, and with whom it is in frequent consulta- 
tion. In extraordinary emergencies it becomes 
necessary for this society and the c un wo 


cooperate. 
TENEMENT HOUSES. 


It should be remembered that our circumstances 
are peculiar in another respect—namely: The ten- 
ement-house system so adapted to harboring and 
breeding paupers is hardly known among us. Dr. 
De Wolf, Commissioner of Health, has furnished 
us with the following official re — of Inspectors 
of Tenement Houses made wi the lust few 
months: The fleld-sheets are taken at random: 
From Barber street, 11 houses; Bradley street. 9; 
Burlington street, 7; Canal street, 21; Noble street, 
32; Wade street, 26: Newton place, ll; Sloan 
street, 8; and give usa total of 166 houses, oon 
taining 1,673 rooms, 592 families, and 2,682 per- 
sons.” This averages little legs than three rooms 
t0 a family, and two persons to a room. andis in 
remarkable contrast to the reports of other cities, 
which show that families of four to six persons, 
and often more, are crowded in one room, some- 
times two or three families crowded into lew 
quarters than those ocoupied by one of even 
the poorest families in Chicago. By far the largess 
proportion of even our very have decent 
rooms in buildings not occupied by more than thres 
or four families, and many of them have little cot- 
tages by themselves. For these reasons ere 
few cases of obscure wretchedness in cellars 
garrets, and the necessity of employing’ detectives i 
to prosecute frauds and imposition, needful per 
haps in other cities, is unnecessary amous us. 8 

THE DANGERS. 


The charities of this city are well known to its 
citizens, or can at least be easily ascertained by all 
who care to inform themselves; there is therefore 
little danger of werthy sufferers be overlooked, 
There is more danger in the multiplication of free 
lodging and soup houses. and the increase of homes 
for special classes, employment agencies, dispea- 
saries, and other societies, duplicating the work of 
those already established. and so increasing * 
penses and furnishing opportunities, if pot indude- 
ments, for the to practice imposition, 
than there is o ¥y needy 2 delng 
or worthy ones denied.

DRUNKARDS’ FAMILIES. . 


As long as the present condition of soejety re- 
mains there will be a large proportion of b bonest, 
struggling poor people who find it bard to make 
both ends meet under the most favorable circum- 
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stances. Mechanics and laborers with large fam- 
flies of small children, and in many Gases with 
aged parents dependent upon them, can hardly lay 
up much for a rainy day, and when unusual sick- 
ness, Or a specially dull season, or an extraordinary 
emergency overtakes them, they are compelled te 
seek relief; and it is still more difeult for widows 
with small children requiring food and clothing, 
but all of them too young to work, and when the 
mother cannot earn to exceed §2 or $34 week at 
washing or scrubbing, and less for sewing at the 
prices usually paid. There is andther dad 

class than either of these, and far more pith 
where the man spegds al) he earns for drink, 

little or nothing for the support of his f y, ond 
increasing the burden of his suffering wife and 
children by his abuse. The most emUarrasaing 
question that this society has to meet in ite work is 
how and how much it can help such a family with- 
out encouraging the man in his vitiousness, and =| 
how much the family should be left to suffer on 
his account. 

Great prudence should be exercised in the d. 
ministration of charitable work, lest through its 
agency barriers be erected against the operation 
of wholesome and natural laws, end people 
sheltered from the punishment Which the 9 
of the community requires shall be visited upon 
idleness and crime. Yet it is none the! oe fact 
that any theory for the suppression of rism 
and the discouragement of relief is redton ly de- 
fective that does not recognize the truth that thou- 
sands of innocent helpless women and children ia 
a city of the size of Chicago, by no fault of thelr 
own, are oftentimes on the very verge of starva- 
tion, and never decently clothed. There is no dan- 
ger of pauperizing such with timely and judicious 
help, and the chances of their becoming paupers, 
and possibly criminals, if they are not treated with 
some measure of intelligent sympathy and mate- 
rial aid, cannot be quéstioned. 

THE BEGGAR NUISANCE. 

But adventurers, tramps, and vagrants infest 
every large city, who are not proper subjects far 
relief by this society and ought not to be embraced) 
in any plans for the improvement of the poor, = 
in this connection we wish to emphasise. the fact 


is always a crime against society and an injury ® 
the individual. The only way to prevent it iste 
give nothing to any person whom you do pot know 
to be needy and worthy, and not then if aid is be- 
ing received from other sources. With all the 
well-known agencies and institutions of every kind 
in this city for the care of the poor and sick; the 
churches, most of which look after their own — 
the fraternities and societies of trades 
and nationalities pledged to belp thefr 
bers, the visiting clergy, physicians, nurses, 2 
neighbors, there is little danger of any worthy 
persons suffering or failing to receive either aeed- 
ful assistance or direction to the proper channel af 
relief. It is to be presumed that every sagiety ¢a- 
gaged in this work will prom — — ng 
through experienced agents, all tases refe 
it by visitation and dy reference to 
others capable of giving information. With proper 
scrutiny there is little danger of imposition. :
